street and be elected because it is 
often a popularity contest,’’ How- 
ell said, 

All councilmen agreed that an 
outline of qualifications is impor- 
tant whether the position is elec- 
tive or appointive. Carlevaro and 
Egenberger, however, said that if 
qualifications are set up, only 
those qualified would file for 
election, If noone filed, Council 
could appoint a city clerk. 

Egenberger moved to amend 
Howell's motion calling for a 
charter amendment empowering 
the Council to establish by ordin- 
ance the qualifications for can- 
didates for city clerk. He cited 
the dangers of appointive govern- 
ment as displayed in a neighbor- 
ing city, where a new council 
conducted ‘‘wholesale firing of 
city employees, including the po- 
lice and fire chiefs.’’ He said the 
people of Albany have shown a 
high degree of public responsi- 
bility in electing their own of- 
ficials. 

(After discussion and upon ad- 
vice of City Attorney Larry Sa- 
ler, Egenberger withdrew his 
amendment.) 

Following the vote on Howell’s 
motion to offer people the choice 
of electing or appointing a city 
elerk and that qualifications be 
established by ordinance, Hein 
made a motion to amend the 
charter to require four-fifths vote 
of Council to appoint or dismiss 
a city clerk. 

Egenberger opposed this, ask- 
ing councilmen to recall a few 


years ago, ‘‘the most hectic poli- | 


tical situation this city has ever 
known,’’ when it was impossible 
to obtain a 3-2 vote to fill an ap- 
pointment and the mayor ap- 
pointed after 30 days. 

“Failing to get four votes, w 
would be forever without a city 
clerk,’ he said. Hein conceded 
Egenberger had a point and with- 
drew his motion, 

Hein then moved to place an- 
other charter amndmnt on the 
ballot, making the city treasurer 
appointive rather than 
Clark joined Carlevaro and Eg- 
enberger in voting against this 
motion, which failed 3-2. 

Most of the meeting, which 
lasted more than an hour and a 
half, was devoted to this general 
subject, For other action, see 
separate story.
